For the purpose of keeping the record clear, and 
straightening out a situation which has arisen through 
the dissemination, apparently through misinformation, 
of a statement alleged to have been made in the August 

5, 1920 issue of the Bankers’ Magazine of the United 

States, officers of The Edmonton Clearing House, com- 
posed of Edmonton bank managers have issued the fol- 
lowing official statement: 

On occasion members of the legislature and others have 
made use of an excerpt claimed to be copied from an issue 
of a Bankers’ Magazine. The excerpt is as follows: 

“Capital must protect itself in every possible manner 
through combination and legislation. Debt must be col- 
lected, bonds and mortgages must be foreclosed as rapidly 
as possible. When, through ‘a process of law, the common 
people have lost their homes they will be more tractable, 
and more easily governed through the influence of the 
strong arm of the government, applied by a central power 

_ of wealth under the control of leading financiers. A people 

- without homes will not quarrel with their leaders 
“History repeats itself in regular cycles. This truth 
is well known among our principal men now engaged in 
forming, an imperialism of capital to govern the world. By 
thus dividing the voters we can get them to expend their 
energies in fighting over questions of no importance to us 
except as teachers (I would say traitors) of the common 
herd. Thus, by discreet action we can secure for ourselves 
what has been generally planned and successfully accom- 

* plished.”

No 
bus, truck or trailer in the public 
service, will be permitted to oper- 
ate outside the area for which an 
operator holds a certificate. 

It is provided thet any special or 
charter trips must be approved by 
the board and that all drivers must 
secure medical certificates testify- 
ing as to the driver's vision, hear- 
ing and general physical condition. 
Prior to the issuance of a permit, a 
certificate must be produced, | 


SPECIAL PERMIT | 


Provision is also made that no 
public service vehicle driver or 
truck driver may work more than 
nine hours a day, except in cases 
where a special permit allows a 10- 
hour day in exceptional cases, 

Further provision is made that 
bus operators must maintain at in- 
tervals of not more than two and 
one-half hours driving time, proper 
rest and comfort stations where 
adequate stops must be made.
